NIS-26. Supplement V 

At a recent meeting of the Petroleum Subcommittee of the EIC, 
a discussion took place on the advisability of producing NIS-26, Supplement 
V at this time. The Department of Interior is now engaged in the prel iminar y 
work on this project with the expectation of completing a draft in March 1952* 

In view of the considerable detail called for in Supplement V and the 
special research problems associated with the US3K, the Subcommittee believes 
that a satisfactory product could not be prepared under the proposed 
schedule. A hastily prepared draft would serve no useful purpose and would 
very likely require reviewing agencies to spend an inordinate amount of time 
indicating in what ways the draft had to be expanded and revised. Further- 
more, the Petroleum Subcommittee is currently engaged in a detailed survey 
of the gaps in and quality of existing intelligence on Soviet petroleum. 

It would be difficult and wasteful for anyone to prepare a detailed report 
on Soviet petroleum such as Supplement V is intended to be, without the 
benefit of that survey. 

The Subcommittee recommended to the EIC that production of this 
Supplement be delayed at least until the present attempts of the intelligence 
agencies to assess the deficiencies in existing intelligence is completed. 

The EIC has discussed this matter and concurs in this recommendation. 
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
